Now Owned by John D. Lippy, Jr. 
Through various owners this his­ 
toric structure has been passed un­ 
til it was recently acquired by John 
D. Lippy, Jr. 
Mr. Lippy has long conceived a 
public use for this structure as well 
as Its preservation for many more 
vears. 
He foresaw the possibilities 
of maintaining the building as a 
museum wherein could be 
housed 
many old relics dating back to the 
^ra vi the prominence of the Rev. 
Mr. Dobbin. 
After almost a year of planning 
and arranging the “Dobbin House" 
is to be opened to Uie public as a 
museum. 
Its exterior and land tract sur­ 
rounding the structure remain un­ 
touched except for means of pres­ 
ervation. 
Two rooms within 
the 
building have had new floors placed 
over the old plank-boards. 
Mostly In Original Shape 
All the rooms, with the exception 
of the rooms wherein are housed 
the old relics, 
are being retained 
in as near their original use as pos­ 
sible, 
Furnishings are originals or 
exact” reproductions of the era of 
the late eighteenth century. 
Bedrooms and living rooms have 
been restored. 
One room has been set up as a 
school room. Within are old school 
benches and the “m aster’s” desk, a 
hinged-top affair. 
One room is a completely equip­ 
ped spinning room. 
Here will be 
found a flax break, swift, reel, spin­ 
ning wheel, wool wheel, spun flax 
and specimens of finished spun ma­ 
terials. 
Outside a flax seed bed is 
in growth. 
In the bedrooms will be found the 
old fashioned trundle beds, 
with 
hand-made coverlets, sheets, pillow 
cases, pillows and rugs. 
An “Old-time” Kitchen 
The large kitchen with its huge 
fireplace is equipped with old dough 
trays, hutch table, butter

LEGION URGES 
USE OF NAVY TO 
DELIVER ARMS 


Also Secretary Perkins 
Resignation and Less 
“Complacency”

Indianapolis, May 3—The Amel’ 
lean Legion’s executive committee 
wants the United States Navy used 
to insure delivery of material aid to 
Great Britain and recommends the 
resignation of Secretary of Labor 
Fi ances Perkins in the interests of 
“national unity in national defense.’’ 
Tile committee, governing body 
for the 1,011,545-member veterans’ 
organization betw*een national con­ 
ventions, also adopted resolutions 
yesterday calling upon the Presi­ 
dent to state all facts constituting 
an immediate danger to the coun­ 
try, and asking for legislation out­ 
lawing strikes and lockouts during 
the emergency, and voluntary ces­ 
sation of defense work stoppages. 
Supporting the convoy principle, 
the committee said “we earnestly 
urge the President of the United

Will Be Needed

Counties

Harrisburg, May 3 — Agriculture 
authorities 
in 
Pennsylvania dis­ 
closed today there is such a short­ 
age of farm labor in Pennsylvania 
that efforts will be made this sum­ 
mer to attract students into soil- 
tilling activities. 
John S. Bleecher, of the state 
employment service, told the agri­ 
cultural advisory committee that 
his organization would start a sur­ 
vey of available labor soon and 
would also seek to enroll high 
school, preparatory and college stu­ 
dents for farm work. 
The advisory committee, an or­ 
ganization of fanners subscribing to 
the federal conservation program, 
also is considering a proposal to 
divert N.Y.A. enrollees to farm work. 
Farm authorities pointed out that 
the industrial upturn caused by na­ 
tional defense production has taken 
thousands of men into factories at 
wages higher than they could obtain 
on the fgrm. 
Few Recruits for C.C.C. 
Defense production also has re­ 
sulted in Pennsylvania failing to 
meet its C.C.C. quota for the first 
time since this federal unit was 
established, relief authorities, who 
certify boys and men for the C.C.C., 
said. 
On top of that, Selective Service 
has taken hundreds of men from 
farming regions into Army camps 
in recent weeks. 
May Reduce W.P.A. Projects 
Tile advisory committee also sug­ 
gested that some W.P.A. projects be 
discontinued for the summer montiis 
and the men on them be released 
for faun work in the interest of 
national defense. 
The state Department of Agricul­ 
ture, in a report by its crop service, 
announced that the value of Penn­ 
sylvania farms remained stationary 
In 1940 though nationally there was 
a slight increase. 
This state stayed at the level of 
90 per cent of the 1912-14 base, 
which however is 12 points above 
the low point of 1933. 
Fewer Farms Bought 
“Demand for farms is relatively 
low,” the service said, “the percent­ 
age of down payment required ap­ 
parently has increased and this, to­ 
gether with limited sources of credit, 
has had a tendency to reduce pur­ 
chases.” 
Secretary of Agriculture John H. 
Light called together the state Farm 
show commission and selected Jan­ 
uary 19 to 23 for the 1942 exhibit 
of farm products which attracts a 
half million admissions to the giant 
Farm show building in the capital.

AH’s Successor 


They Like Goering* But 
Think Hitler Is a 
Messiah

One often hears speculation as to 
whether there is anyone capable of 
filling Hitler’s place. A corollary to 
that is whether the war could go 
on without him. 
Tile people might be expected to 
follow*, at least for a time, the lead­ 
ership of Reich* Marshal Goering, 
whom Hitler has designated to suc­ 
ceed him. 
Goering is a man of 
great driving force and capabilities, 
and he is popular with the masses, 
who are attracted by his personality 
and big, boyish grin. 
I saw a great crowd in the Berlin 
Sports 
Palace 
one 
night 
cheer 
Goering to the echo, and call him 
to the front of the platform to 
take a bow at least a dozen times. 
They called him “Hermann,” and 
Joked and laughed with him. 
But while Goering is widely liked 
iii Germany, and is credited with 
being far more moderate than Tile 
Fuehrer, he lacks one thing which 
makes Hitler's leadership supreme 
Great numbers of Germans regard 
Hitler as their spiritual as well as 
political leader. Some of them even 
look on him as a Messiah, and this 
idea of divinity isn’t discouraged 
by his lieutenants. 
His autobio­ 
graphy, Mein Kampf. is read from 
some pulpits in place of tile Bible 
Strange as tills may seem, it is a 
vastly important fact which must 
be taken into consideration in es­ 
timating tile position of Germany. 
Hitler’s greatest strength lies among 
the young people, who came under 
his teachings when they were chil­ 
dren and are thoroughly Nazified. 
Thousands of them are fanatical in 
their support of tile leader, who ex­ 
ercises an almost hypnotic influence 
over them. 
Small wonder then that the allies 
say they are out to crush “Hitler” 
and that tile world at large uses 
his name to designate anything 
Germanic.
